r p HE prices for lamb have been relatively high in 1925, with Iamb supplies 
I available for slaughter only slightly below normal figures, according to an 
analysis of the lamb market by the Sears-Roebuck Agricultural Foundation. 
In the sheep-producing states pastures and ranges have been good. 
Condi­ 
tions in the whole area west of the Rocky mountains are vastly better than 
they were a year ago. 
The sheep Industry was much more profitable In 1925 than It was in 1924. 
Lamb prices in Chicago averaged $15.35 in November, 1925, as compared with 
an average of $6.65 for the same month in th* five years from 1909 to 1913. 
The top price was reached in January, at $18.50 per hundredweight, and the 
low price of $12.50 came in May. Both prices and receipts have fluctuated up 
up and down through the entire season, but efforts to expand production hare 
kept market receipts down because ranchers were retaining their ewe lambs 
with which to replenish and increase their flocks. The number of ewes slaugh­ 
tered from July to September In 1955 Is the smallest for that same period dur­ 
ing the last four years. 
The number of lambs on feed both in the corn belt and in the Western 
feeding districts is smaller than last year and some advance in the present 
price of lamb seems probable from now on. 
There will probably be a larger 
lamb crop, however, this spring and a moderately lower level of prices as 
these lambs come to market during 1926.

Hawaiian natives prophesied calami 
ty when ground was broken .n Octo 
ber, 1900, for the construction of Fear 
harbor, America’s strongest naval st a 
lion, on tile shore of tile island of Oulu, 
near the city of Honolulu.

legends sold that on Hie site selected 
for the immense dry <J*>ck were the 
caves in which the shark god once 
lived. 
Their belief was based on tile 
presence of numerous sharks in the \i- 
cinity. 
When. on February 17, 1913, the Im­ 
mense coffer da iii cg! hipped, the natives 
fancied (hat (lie shark god had avenged 
himself for the desecration of ids tem­ 
ple.

The Hawaiians 
then insisted that the shark god was 
again attempting to break down tile 
structure by boring through the basin. 
As the last foot of water was pumped 
out tin* remains of un immense shark 
were revealed on the bottom of the 
dock, and naturally the Hawaiians be 
lieved that it was the god which had 
destroyed Hie first dock. 
The hones 
were distributed among the members 
of tile construction crew as SOU vt airs.

th ey were a y ear ago. 
Th e sh eep indu stry was mu ch more profitable in 19 25 th an it was in 19 24 . 
Lamb prices in Ch icago av eraged $15 .3 5 in Nov ember, 19 25 , as compared with 
an av erage of $6 .6 5 for th e same month in th a fiv e y ears from 19 09 to 19 13 . 
Th e top price was reach ed in Janu ary , at $18.5 0 per h u ndredweigh t, and th e 
low price of $12.5 0 came In May .

Hawaiian natives p rop hesied calami 
ty when grou nd was broken in Octo 
her, 1909, for the constru ction of Pear 
harbor, America’s strongest naval *i:, 
tion, on the shore of the island of Oahi. 
near the city of Honolu lu . 
For then 
legends smd that on the site selected 
for the immense dry 
were the 
caves in which the shark god once 
lived. 
Their belief was based on the 
p resence of nu merou s sharks in the u - 
cinity. 
When, on Febru ary 17, 1913, the im­ 
mense coffer dam egUnp sed, the natives 
fancied that the shark god had avenged 
himself for the desecration of his tem ­ 
p le. 
The 
constru ction 
comp any 
in 
charge of the naval works believed that 
fau lty engineering rather than one of 
the ancient island gods was resp onsi­ 
ble foi* tin* colUvp se, and requ ested au ­ 
thority to p roceed with the p roject. 
The op p osition of the natives was so 
strong that many conferences were 
held 
before 
the 
Navy 
dep artment 
agreed u p on the p lan which has since 
been develop ed. 
When work began anew in December, 
191 i, the natives, believing that an 
i 'lu r disaster was inevitable, did what 
they cou ld to avert it. and retained a 
female “kahu na” or p riestess. 
They 
believed she p ossessed the ability to 
appease the wrath of the shark god 
by making offerings, and engaged her 
to condu ct her rites on ilu * shores of 
Petirl harbor du ring Jill the time that 
the dry dock was being reconstru cted. 
In the sp ring of 1919 sill was in readi­ 
ness for the release of the w ater from 
the new dock. 
This was regarded »»« 
the su p reme test. 
A Hawaiian fore 
man sacrificed a white p ig and white 
chicken to the shark god. with p rayers 
and su p p lications that the dry dock 
be sp ared. 
The p u mp ing began. It was noticed 
that a mu ddy streak arose in the wn 
ter within the docks. 
The Hawaiian« 
then insisted that the shark god was 
again attemp ting to break down 
the 
stru ctu re by boring throu gh the basin.
